J. A. M. Ulchey, discoursed up- 
on Church Unity yesterday morning, 
selecting for his text a passage from 
the gospel of the good 
shepherd, 


which was also the gospel for tne 
day: John X IK: "And other sheep 
1 have which are not of t.ns fold. 
Them also I must bring, and they 
shall hear My voice; and there shall 
be one fold and one shepherd." 
The 


sermon, In part, follows: 


Mankind as sheep had gone far as- 


tray and the eternal Son for us men 
and for our'salvation came 
down 


from heaven to shepherd tho human 
race. 
In IHs Benevolent project He 


met opposition. 
He came unto His 


own and His own received Him" not. 
And he finds opposition still and nils 
Is because there always has 
been 


and always will be in the world to 
the end those that lovo 
darkness 


rather than llgnt. 
And how often Is 


It true even of professing Christians, 
the children of light themselves, that 
the Savior Is wounded In i..e house or 
His friends? 
But. He stays not nis

His sheep. 
His fold Is a klngiiom. 


not a rcpubKc. 
Tho authority Is til 


vine and conies from God downward, 
not froni the people upward.

kingdom Is the church ot the living 
God. the pillar and ground of truth. 
It Is not n society of men or a human 
Institution, seeking the kingdom of 
God, but It. IB that kingdom Itself 
seek-lng mankind, the lost sheep. 
So 


tho kingdom Is the fold, the house- 
hold of faith to which the good shop 
herd impartial His own divine au- 
thority saying "As my Father hath 
sent Me even so send I you." 
"Go 


ye Into the world." 
"Lo! I am with 


you always, even unto the end." 


Yet the energy with which 
tho 


good shepherd, acting through the 
stewards of His mysteries goes out to

ing demands could not both be true. 
In nn eastern city the other day an 
attempt was made not to cut off the 
various bones of contention but to 
harmonize tho various truths In • 
one body of truth. 
This 1s the only 


plan that offers fairness of dealing 
to all concerned.

must bo considered, but the one con- 
dition of unity—if It is to be real- 
must 1)0 that each holds not to his 
Hlbboluth, but accepts In goon fa.vh 
tho wholo body of truth.

lone, the denominations should lie 
willing to take the last and most vit- 
al stop by placing themselves in his- 
toric and sacrcmental continuity with 
the one fold of Christ In which the

Christian people do If there was but

ARMY OF MUSICIANS WHO AMUSE 


THE PUBLIC. 


Most of Them Have a Hard Life- 


German Bands and "Nigger" Min- 
strels 
the 
Most 
Popular—Organ 


Grinders and Their Tunes. 


(Special Correspondence.) 


In all tbe great army of those who 


live to amuse the public, the Htrort 
musicians of London are among the 
most to be pitied. Theirs Is a hard 
life, even at Its best. In summer, when 
tho season Is "on" and moneyed peo- 
ple throng the city, they manage to 
make a fairly comfortable living, but 
In winter, when the climate has settled 
down to Its worst, when fog-laden air, 
that makes one's throat smart thu 
moment he steps out Into It, Is all 
there, is to breathe; when penetrating 
dampness poes through to the very 
marrow—then the lot of the street 
musician Is not a pleasant one. and ho 
Is deserving of all the pennies and 
sympathy he can get, and more. 


Street performers have no holidays; 


It Is on bank holidays and Sundays, 
when the 'Arrys and 'Arrlets are en- 
Joying the day of rest an:! recreation, 
that the street musician must reap his 
harvest. 
Many 
of 
them go up to 


Hampstcad Heath or down to Ken- 
alngton Oval or similar resorts If tho 
day be a fine one. . 


On a wet day tho average Londoner 


lounges about the street corners and 
public houses, and at such a time even 
the dreary music of the blind perform- 
ers or the rollicking melody of the 
hurdy-gurdy Is most welcome. 
One 


sees children lifting their little skirts 
on the sidewalks that would put many 
B music hall danseusc to shame, so 
graceful are tho little tots. 


The street singer, too, has a hard 


time of It. 
Some young girls there 


•re with shrill soprano voices, but tho 
majority of street singers are past tho 
prime of youth, and occasionally ono 
hears a. duet Irom an old couple of 50, 
the man sightless and led by the faith- 
ful wife, who sings alto to his tenor. 
Draggled and weary, their hopes of as- 
sistance rest upon the pity of the 
public rather than upon any pleasure 
their voices may give. 


Some of the more antiquated mem- 


bers of the organ grinding fraternity 
have Instruments as antique as them- 
selves.. Bui the majority of the piano

organs, which arc rented for a small 
amount per day by the firms that con- 
trol them, arc up to date In their se- 
lections, "coon songs" from "Amurrl- 
ca" being Interspersed with "A Fran- 
cescha," or selections from the latest 
comic opera or musical comedy In the 
London theaters. 


Some of the bands that frequent 


Jjindon streets are really good per- 
formers, particularly the 
cornetlst, 


•who Is the central figure. National 
airs of all nations are favorites In 
their large .repertoires, and, surround- 
ed by open-eyed, open-mouthed chil- 
dren, these little bands move from 
corner to corner, raking In a veritable 
harvest of pennies that will bring joy 
to the eyes of the dear ones at home, 
waiting for the loaf of bread and tho 
tea and bacon these coppers will buy. 
For street musicians arc generally a 
decent class of people, who have seen 
better days, and over whom music has 
the same refining Influence as that 
heard at Albert Hall or the Symphony 
has over their more fortunate brothers 
and sisters. 


The zither Is frequently seen on Lon- 


don streets, and well played It Is, too. 
The fluts Is seldom heard, but ona 


An Ancient Church, 


wishes It might replace tho more dis- 
cordant, 
nerve-wearing 
accordion, 


rnelrxllan or concertina that ono hears 
at every turn. 


Gcnr.r.n hands abound In London, 


where t!:ey hold a high place In must 
cal circles. 
They piny regularly In 


certain streets, and tho "Wocht am 
Rhcln." "Donau Blaue," "Marseillaise" 
and "God Save the King" arc faralHar 
selections. They never fall to draw 
an audience, no matter how hackneyed 
may be their repertoire. 


Negro minstrels. In parties of four or 


mort?. haunt the thoroughfares leading 
off the Strand, and. although they play 
for the greater part of the time In pub- 
lic houses, they are often seen outside 
the gallery entrance to some theater, 
entertaining the long lino of people 
waiting- for admission. They are al- 
ways black "to a finish." and affect 
white straw sailor hats and jaunty 
colored neckties, even In winter, while 
they are about as much related to the 
negro from the Congo as to—well, the 
Esquimaux. 


They really play with skill, and the 


singing forms the most attractive part

of the program. 
"Way Down Upon 


the Suaneo River'.' and "Massa's In tho 
Cold. Cold Ground" arc often called for 
by the audiences, while "You Are My 
Honeysuckle, I Am thp Beo," Is tho 
latest success, together with "Lam, 
I Jim, Lam," and "Hallo, Ma Honey." 
Many a man or woman who can hut 111 
afford It rewards the musician with a 
hard-earned penny; It Is their tribute 
to the music that stirs up within them 
something of that better life 
from 


which they have been, through force 
of circumstances, debarred forever. 


The street performer Is seen every- 


where in London, from the Strand to 
Shoredltch, from Wimbledon to Whllo- 
chapel, from. Albert Gate to Aldgatc, 
and from Mile End to Marylebonc, ha 
is always seen on corners and In pub- 
lic houses. 
There is no license re- 


quired, and no long as the crowds that 
follow do not obstruct the sidewalks, 
,BO long as the musicians themselves 
are "quiet and orderly," though "quiet" 
Is n misnomer, and refers only to t!ielr 
conduct, they arc allowed to make mu- 
sic to their hearts' content.

ed States Is Illustrated by some com' 
paratlro figures In a 
discussion by 


the Treasury Bureau of Stastlstics of 
our export trade In manufactures to 
be presented In the April number or 
the Monthly Summary of Commerce 
and Finance. 
The figures' compare 


production and exportation of man- 
ufactures with production 
and 
ex- 


portation of 
agricultural 
products, 


the purpose being to show the rela- 
tive growth In each case. 
While 


the census figures Include under the 
term "manufactures" many 
articles 


not so Included In tho bureau of 
Statistics In Its classification of man- 
ufactures, the fact that the compari- 
son Is simply that of the year 11)00 
for the purpose of showing growth 
and not a comparison of total exports 
with total production. 
Justifies the 


comparison and 
furnishes a basis 


for measuring the relative growth In 
production and exportation of manu- 
factures, and production and exporta" 
tlon of products of agriculture. 
The 


.census figures do not state the total 
value of agricultural products earlier 
than 1S70, but 
do state the gross 


value of manufactures from 18f>0 to 
1900. 
The 'gross value of manufac- 


tures produced In the United States 
In 1850 was. in round terms, one bil- 
lion dollars, and In 1900, 13 billions; 
so that the product of 1900 may be 
said to .be 13 times aa great as that or 
1850. 
Tho exportation of mnnufac- 


tires from the United States In 1850 
•was 17 million dollars, and In 1900 
433 millions, or 25 times as great as 
In 1850. 
This indicates that, com- 


paring the figures of 1900 with those 
of 1S50, production of manufactures 
•was 13 times as great, and exporta- 
tion of manufactures 25 
times 
us 


great In 1900 as In 1850. 


The census report-presents the fig- 


ures of agricultural productions In 
1870 and decennially down to and In 
eluding 1900. 
The Bureau of Statis- 


tics discussion of exportation of man- 
ufactures presents a table 
showing 


gross value of manufactures produc- 
ed In 1870 and 1900 as reported by 
tho census and tho total 
value of 


manufactures exported In those years 
as reported by the Bureau 
of Sta- 


tistics; also the census figures of ag- 
ricultural products in those 
years. 


This table is not made with the pur- 
pose of comparing the Bureau of Sta- 
tistics-figures of 
exportation 
with 


the census 
figures 
of production, 


since the difference In classification

AT COLUMBUS, 0 


CAPTAIN LEW'S IS CREMATED 


Leader of Engine Company Is Crushed 


by Falling Walls—Lodger Is Saved 
From Death Through the Efforts of 
the Firemen. 


Columbus, Ohio. April 27.—Tho busi- 


ness portion of Columbus was swept 
by a lire which entirely destroyed the 
Ilrunson and Union Clothing Company 
buildings and a number of small struc- 
tures, nr,d damaged the St. Nicholas 
hotel, causing a total loss of more 
than JGOO.Odd. 
A falling wall killed 


Captain Daniel Lewis of eugine com- 
pany No. 11, and his body was burned 
to a crisp. 


A number of thrilling 
rescues at- 


tended the tire, 
I'liilllp 
Nation, a 


grocer, being saved by the tlrumen In 
his apartments on the fourth Hoor of 
tho Ilrunson building. 
Nation dis- 


played the greatest coolness 
while 


waiting for his rescuers to get-an ex- 
tension* ladder to 
him, ' though the 


Hames were rapidly burning the Hoor 
under his feet. 


Wind Fans Flames. 


The flre started in 
tho 
Urunson 


building, on the west side of High 
street. Just north of Long, and Its 
progress was southward, the ilames 
being fanned by n brisk wind from the 
basement under 
Ilott Uros.' saloon. 


The flre smoldered for half an hour, 
nnd the firemen thought they had it 
about tinder control, when the flames 
suddenly burst out on an upper floor 
and began to make rapid headway. 


South of the Urunson building was a 


narrow two-story building occupied by 
Munsey & Co.'s Palace barber shop 
and furnishings store, with tho Union 
Clothing Company building, a 
five 


story brick, with stone front, occupy- 
ing the corner. The Courtright build- 
ing, occupied by Uott Uros.' billiard 
and pool manufacturing establishment, 
was Immediately hack of the Union on 
Long street, and was connected with 
tho Branson. The Whatshlre, a small 
hotel, occupied the corner at Long and 
.Walls streets. 


Flre Spreads. 


The flamps. after gutting the Brun- 


son. spread to the buildings smith. Tho 
Union was completely destroyed and 
the Courtright and Whatshlre, build- 
ings gutted. When the flames got un- 
der headway In the Union, with Its 
live floors stocked with clothing, it be- 
came a veritable furnace, the heat 
Tracking plate-glass windows across 
the street. 


The Sheldon Dry Goods 
company, 


on the opposite corner south, was en- 
dangered, the building being several 
times on flre, but was saved without 
'vetting the stock, the only damage, 
If any, 'to the latter being caused by 
smoke.

tlon, a lodger, from a room enveloped 
In flames on the fourth floor of tho 
Brunson building. 
It wan Kiipposet 


that all the occupants "of the build 
'ing had been gotten out. but .Air. Na 
tioii. It appears, was overlooked. 


The water tower was playing 


stream Into tho flaming front of the 
building, when the figure of a man 
in underclothes suddenly appeared al 
a window on the fourth floor, raised 
the sash and waved his hand.' A shoul 
ot horror went up from the crowd, as 
rescue seemed out of question.
